Evolved by Mines Bureau 


“Considerable propaganda has béen 
spread about the over-production of 
carbon black, to discourage new devel- 
opments along this line. The United | 
States Department of the Interior be- | 
lieves that a shortage of carbon black 
is not beyond possibility and has been | 
experimenting with new processes of | 
carbon black manufacture. One meth- 
od, discussed herewith, is by the use 
of oil and electricity. Another is the 
use of gas and electricity. The ac- 
companying article is both interesting | 
and pertinent to Alberta.” | 

The possibility of manufacturing 
carbon black from oils by an‘electrical 
process which possesses advantages 
over present methods of making this 
important industrial material by in- 
complete combustion of natural gas is 
indicated as a result of experjments 
conducted by the Department of the 
Interior, at the Pittsburg experiment 
station of the Bureau of Mines. Car-

‘In connection with the electrical | 
manufacture of carbon black by the 
Bureau of Mines process, it is probable | 
that the unsaturated gases produced | 
during the decomposition of the oil 
may constitute. profitable by- products , 
if utilized for the manufacture of al- 
cohols. Noncondensable gases formed | 
in connection with the process are 
suitable for domestic fuel and could | 
probably’ be sold in’ those _ localities 
where a market exists for domestic | 
gas, thus reducing the total net-cost 
of producing carbon black. 
Uses of Carbon Black 

About 20 to 25 per cent of the pres- 
ent output of carbon black in the Uni- 
ted States is used. in printing and the 
allied industries. ‘The rapid growth of | 
the automotive industry- has created | 
an extensive market for. carbon black | 
as a toughener in rubber. Addition of | 
earbon black as a reinforcing agent | 
has given greater elasticity nd tensile | 
strength to the rubber of rubber tires, 
and is said to have increased tire mile- | 
age 20 to 30 per cent:. Approximately | 
30 to 35 per cent of the total ouput 
of carbon black it the United States | 
‘is*used in the rubber industry in the} 
manufacture of automobile tires, hard | 
rubber, electrical insulation, radio.and | 
auxiliary highfrequency and high vol- 

About 15 per cent. of the carbon 
ported for use in the same industries 
as in this country. Large quantities | 
go to England, France and Germany 
for rubber compounding and to Japan 
and China for manufacture into ‘India’ 
and other inks, paints and enamels.

_ Passengers on the Trans-Canada ana other Canadian trains have often 


admired the tableware with which the dining cars are equipped, but 
comparatively few of the travelling public appreciate the extent to which 
electro-plating enters into every day use on a Railway. As a matter of 
fact, practically all metal hardware parts of passenger equipment in- 

. teriors are plated, many of the engine’ parts, including the copper re- 
Ticctor of the head-light are plated, and varjous- platings are used on a 
thousand and one articles which enter daily into the life of a railroader. 

The traveller notices the silver plate perhaps more than any other, 
but many metals are used by the railroad companies. Gold, for: in- 
slance, is used by the Canadian Pacific for plating pepper caster tops 

and similar articles, copper is used on lighting and other metal car fix- 
tures, zinc on refrigerator hardware, nickel on kitchen utensils, tin on 
trainmen’s lanterns,. mercury on telegraph elements and aluminum or 
lead on miscellaneous articles. 

’ At its Angus Shops, Montreal, the Canadian Pacific Railway sass 
has quite an extensive plant where the most of its electro-plating is car- 
ried on. The method used by this Company is a simple one but none the 
less effective. 

The articles to be plated are first chemically cleaned, after which 


they are usually hung from a metal bar into a long vat where they are|.

Illustration No. 3 shows -the next step in the treatment of the ‘héad- : 
light reflector, which, by the way, gives the highest concentration of light 
known. This is hand burnishing, the operator burnishing two reflectors 
in a Working day. For articles which can be readily polished by «:. 
rotating buffing wheel, this is accomplished in the manner shown in No. ¢- 

Upon completion of the polishing operation, articles to be so treated are 
placed in a metal container and, by means of a small compressed air <un, 
sprayed with suitable lacquer. If it is desired to oxidise the plated 
article in order to make it harmonize’ with woodwork.or other material, 
as is often the case with copper platings, it is exposed to heat cr vapor, 
or immersed in some solution prior to the application of the fini sing 
coat of lacquer. i 

The Canadian Pacific, Railw: ly Compa ny was the first larta eo:pora- 
tion in Canada to instal its own electro- plating plant, but during the last 
few years this method of protecting metal from cxidation has developed 
into quite an industry and one which employs a large number of Cinadian 
workmen. -
